THE ST.^NDARD could be 
amended by an individual living 
group, provided that the pro-, 
posed rules do not conflict with 
the minimum University stand- 
ard. For example, one proposed 
but suggests that Sunday night 
closing hours be changed from 
n p.m. to midnight.

Student Health at Kansaa State Uni- 
versity, with Its Student Death image, 
its adequaetas and tna^nnetaa, mar not 
be sick itself, as some have suggested, 
but the product of socialized medicine 
on a amall aeala. " 

STUDENT HEAIiTH, which oparates 
on fees amounting to $36 a year per stu- 
dent, is unlike most other medical fa- 
cflitiea found in the Unttttd Statea, ex- 
cept at military installations and other 
colleges and universities, in that it is 
solely dependant upon this tee and not 
the number ot pptlents treated or medi- 
cine administered. This fact has led 
many persons close to Student Health to 
believe that tha health center mi^t 
make a ^wd eaae a^dnat aoeiaUaad 
medicine. 

The Stndent Death image has long 

been a fact on the K-State campus. Dr. 

P. Jubelt has been aware ot it since 
Htf^saamed the Student HmRM director's 
dvtlBs in jHl7, IHl. 

DR. JUBELT iiasn't been alona. A 
Student Governing Association (SOA> 



but has been at a low when it came 
to correcting it. Some committees in the 
past have apparently believed Student 
Health's reputation was incnrable or the 
result ot Inana ratiaff from Munpna 
cranks. 

The present 3GA committee on Stu- 
dent Health, headed by Bon Strader. is^ 
eoncerned and is working toward the 
cause of the problem and, if poaslble, 
its answer. 

The committee and a tew other per- 
sons, including Judy Werner, Student 
Senate liason to the committee, feel 
that some of the complaints about stu- 
dent Health are legitimate. Where there 
is so much sroolra. they aay. there has to 

be a little fire.

He 
nods perfunctorily at the patient and re- 
turn!; to the cardboard chart in bis hand.

Acceptance of Rules Urged. 



JWBOXIXATELY 170 delegates repre- 
senting women's living groups on and off 
canipuB cooiie rated Saturday to propose a 
Bet of suggested rules which they believe 
are aecessary for all coeds at K-State. 

Through the convention. coedB were able 
to express their views on needs for changes 
in present rules and policies as well as iu 
thoBo areas which formerly had uo stated 
rules. 

A WHOLE, the convention showed 
'<^E2ii8iderahle planning. We wish to corn- 
wend students and faindty whose time aaid 

efforts made the convention possible. 

Although the i:-> recommendations passed 
by convention delegates do not automat- 
ically become University policy, they rep- 
resent the consensus of the majority of the 
women who must oont^rm to University 
risgulations. 

THKSK r(H Dnimendations must be ap- 
proved by the faculty council 0!\ student 
affairs and by the Faculty Senate before the 
proposals will become University policy. 

During the seven and a half hours of de- 
bate on the bills, probably every pro and 
oon agrument from individual living 
groups was pie sen ted to the delegates. 

I^' (jIKNEIML, the opinions expressed 
showed research on the part of tht- dele- 
gates. These arguments also showed that 
the recouimeudations were passed with 
forethought of need and etiect should they 
Be approved by the facility and eventually 
become University standards. 
• We hope, that the faculty will consider 
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these recommendations soon — while the 
bills are stlU uppennoM in the minds of the 

students. 

THE EACLXTV should keep in mind that 
the recommendations represent the ma- 
jority of coeds who are governed by Uni- 
versity rules for women's living groups. 
The recommendations, if passed, should 
prompt more willing cooperation betwiMii 
women students and admihistfators. 

Since all women could express their 
views, directly or indirectly, on the recom- 
mendations, it will be their responsibility 
to live according to the rules they helped 
make, should the faculty adopt the recom- 
mendations. 

We urge the faculty to accept the recom- 
mendations and the coeds to abide' by the 
faculty's decision. — ^jh

Germany Ruined by Theories of Power

PcrhupB In no other liuropean 
cumitry has su much been said, or 
written about history than in Ger- 
many. Before the war, there were 
many people who believed in the ub- 
solute determination of historical 
lirocess by splrltnal forces and ideas, 
while others believed the main forceti 
were the economic faetora. 

MAHV of the theorlw about his- 
torical development were worked out, 
hut how to interpret these theories 
In relation ito the current aocial con- 
ditions created a prohlem. 

First of all, there was the feudal 
system which existed and which was 
responsible for manr ot the tneiitiall- 
ties present within the German 
society. Industrialization had created 
a new class, the prolaMHttta.- Which 
began to feel more and more in op- 
position to the people on whom they 
were depend ins— the capltatlata. 

THBY BBQAN to i^rra tBo events 
going on in the outside world. They 
saw that most of the European powers 
had created strong colonial empires 
in order to create new marlteta for 
their growing economies. 

Germany didn't have any colonies, 
and the problem of how the eonntry 
rould maintain its role In this his- 
torical procaaa arose. 



First of all, in order to participate 
aa a leadlns power In the htetoHeal 
development, Germany had to get a 
position Bimllar to that of others. 
This meant a colonial em i) ire. They 
could fight another view of life by 
force, and If suceessful, they would 
be able to expand their own influence 
by introducing their own. 

THKKK were other people who fol- 
lowed the theory that all history is a 
history of class struggle. This is the 
product of the policy of the leading 
clasB which dominates and exploits 
Its own people as well as those In the 
coionieti. How could aueh policies be 
changed? 

Trade and capital, from which all 
these problems arose would have to 
be hrouKht under control. This would 
only be possible when production and 
exchan^ emild be detenttllied by all, 
not by Just the few who would profit 
by the exploitation of the work of 
others. Take away the source of their 
mlauaed- power: their possessions, 
their factories, land and capital and 
bring it under communal control. In 
this mannaTf ell national eonflleta 
about colonial empires and also the 
inequalities Within the society would 
diaitlpltear, aeeordlng to the theory. 

IFHESE theories, however, proved 
fallible as evidenced by World War 
II. After the destruction of the social 



and economic atructurea, after the 
failure of their ideas for power, the 
Germans started again to rebuild their 

society. 

Did they want the total destruction 
which came upon th^m? Obviously 
not. They had begun to hate their 
traditional way of life with all its 
'defects, but they weren't able to 
change it In an effective way, so they 
let it advance beyond their control. 

THE NATIONAL struggle to im- 
port the German way of life to other 
countries, and the attempt to break 
with their own traditional way of life, 
both ended In abject failure. Peopte 
who later professed themselves 
with all national conflicts were un- 
able to overcome their extreme na- 
tionalism, which led to the expulsion 
of more than 10 million Germans by 
the Russian communists from the 
.eastwn regions of Germany. ' 

What Is the general situation In 
Germany now? The feudal system 
doesn't exist anymore. The old society 
with its social Inequalities ' has been 
destroyed. Today there is more and 
more a pgocess of equalization in 
both parts of Germany, but with em- 
phasis on different aspects. In the 
western part, the life is "based more 
on an equality of opportunity, while 
In the communist section. It la baaed 
on equality only In material posses- 
sion.

. for their views Wfts tktt Stu- 
dent Health "operntes in the 
daytime like a factory.'* One 
coed said she got the feeling 
that "they don't care about me. " 

However, It was obvious in a 
Vecent discussion with thr> com- 
Q^ttee an4 Dr. Jubelt, that the 
Sua committee la Student 
HMlth's sharpest critic. While 
tlie committee strives to support 
the center and polish Its Imtge, 
It is actively seeking the root of 
the trouble. In doing so, it has 
presented to Df. Jiibelt specific 

. cases and apparently factual al- 
legations -from other etadentb. • 
THE MOST freqttent charge is 
that the patient is treated as if 

■ he were a. machine. He Is run 
in and run out. with little or no 
information concerning his sick- 
ness or what might have eiiused 

. *t- 

Dr. Jubelt said he has sus- 
I)ected this before, but not to 
the degree Indicated by the com- 

' mfttee. 

"It is hard to check, for one 
thing, the doctor and the patient 
are usually alone. For another, 
the diagnosis and treatment 
are usually good." He said there 

. are few traceable complaints 
that the doctor iirescribed thp 
wrong medicine ur handled the 

- patient in a way that could he 
described as professionally in- 
competent. 

MIHS W£KNER, whose father 
Is a physician, feels that the 
fact that students have to wait 
to see a doctor causes most of 
the irritation to students. She 
said in ft recent Student Senate 
meptins. "People don't seem to 
realize that they have to wait 
even for their family doctor. 
When they leave, all they can 
think about Is how long they had 
to sit. They tell other people 
and consequently Student Health 
sets hurt." 

But Miss Werner's indictments 
SO further. She said that most 
of the doctors at Student Healtb 
are elderly and in semi-rettre- 
ment. Most of them, she said, 
have made a good comfortable 
living in the profession and 
bare- taken a post for leM money 
and less work. She feels that 
^Mie doctors attracted by a lower 
■alary are not up to the standard 
one might desire. 

DR. JUBELT confirmed Miss 
Werner's statement. At 44, Dr. 

Jubelt is the youngest M.n. at 
the health center. The average 
age of the other *four Student 
Health physicians is 50 to 56. 

Of the $26 Student Health 
receives yearly from each stu- 
dent, 29 per cent of this total 
ifr about 170,000 pays the sal- 
aries of Jubelt and the other 
four doctors. Jubelt says that 
Student Htelth is budgeted to 
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carry a staff of six doctors. 

"WroiW OP THraw have come 
here Mektng a more relaxed 
pace," Dr. Jubelt said. "The 
hours are less of a strain and 
the pay is lower. Many doctors 
in this age group are attracted 
to student health centers In col- 
leges and uaiverslties." None 
of the doetoni maintain a private 
practice. However. Dr. Juhelt 
emtyiMised, this does not mean 
the ipoetors are incompetent Stii- 
delith Health, he Mid, cannot 
afford the best doctors. ' 

The committee agreed that, 
while the doctors are profession- 
ally capable, they do not have 
to worry about winnlttf or k<$«p-' 
ing a profitable practice. They 
are not paid according to how 
many patients they treat. As a 
result, the doctora render fast, 
aeenrate, bat sometimes curt and 
perfunctory treatment. 

DR. JUBELT admits that this 
condition in the doctors might 
not be easy to cure. "It is a nat- 
ural inclination," he said. "I 
think that rolatlons between the 
patients and the doctor should 
be improved and I think they can 
be." He said that th« doctors at 
the center would be questioned 
about the matter. He said he 
felt that some of the doctors 
would respond and others might 
not. 

Many persons commenting on 
Student Health said that they 
felt Jubelt was an excellent doc- . 
tor. Miss Werner and soTeral 
members of the committee indi- 
cated that most students treated 
by Dr. Jubelt were pleased with 
him. Several said that they 



would not be treated by anyone 
at Student Health except Jubelt. 

Dr. Jubelt said that in order 
to correct any irregularities, he 
must have specific instances of 
poor treatment by Student 
Health physicians. He urged 
members of the committee and 
students to report any such in- 
cidents to him. "You can't go 
on hearsay/* he added. 

rorpLKD WITH other mis- 
understandings, one remains at 
the forefront: Most students 
are used to their own family 
doctor, the gentle old practi- 
tioner who spanked the breath 
of life into them and extracted 
their appendix last year. And if 
the old c'lUlpmaii Uvea Iivn^ 
enough, he'll spank thetr chil- 
dren when they are horn. 

IT IS niFFirn.T to replace 
a man whose mind is a veritable 
history book of his patients* 
lives; a man who dispenses medi- 
cine, advice and philosophy in 
equal proportions. 

His likeness is not usually 
found in the military or in most 
college and university health 
centers. Those who seek him 
there are likely to wind up dis- 
appointed. 

As one committee member said 
with a resigned sigh, "Well, it's 
a natural result of soclaltced 
medicine."

probably be built along Clatlln 
Road, according to Rudolph 
Gingrich, physical plant director. 

The sale of private bonds will 
provide an aditlonal 1700,000 
for the project, Gingrich aald. 
The HHFA refnaed to include 
this amount in the loan because 
it would be utilised by residenta 
of future dormltoHrles rather 
than the one Inelndad ^ta tha 
loan.

A policy revision to permit 
alcholic beverages to be served 
at off-eampua University func- 
tions is being considered hy the 
Social Co-ordinating Council 
(SCO. 

THE PKESE\T policy stated 
in the K-State Honor Code and 
the Student Governing Associa- 
tion's conatituMon prohibits alco- 
holic beveragea at any on- or off- 
c»!nptis function. 

The revision proposal was pre- 
sented at Monday night's Stu- 
dent Activities Board (SAB ) 
meeting. SAB members agreed 
to consider the proposal If a 
definite policy is formulated, 

Vicky Cotner, TJ So, a mem- 
ber of SAB and llaalon to SCG 
said that the Council's executive 
council and a group of Council 
membera are Inveatlgating the 
proposal and wonld write the 
rules change. 

She said that BCQ la planning 
to poll living groups to deter- 
mine th^r attitudes toward the 
present and proposed rule. 

ANY REVISION passed by 
the sec requlrM the approval 
ot the administration, Indndlhc 
Prea. James A. McCain and Dean 
of Students Chester Patera. 

Once a p p ro V a 1 haa been 
granted and the rule passed by 
the Council, it would hs^ome 
University policy. The Council 
is responsible for setting and 
maintaining the social regnla- 
tiona of K-SUte. 

n the revision were adopted 
by the administration, the 
Honor Code would be rewritten 
and social regulatlona altered to 
correspond to the Code 

K-HTATK'H Honor Code is a 
set of staadarda nnderwrltten 
by the Faculty Cornell on Stu- 
dent Affairs. 

The sec aaaerted that a more 
raallstlc approach waa needed in 
Honor Code standards. The pro- 
I>osed reviBion would comply at 
all times with state law. The 
revision would legalize conanmp- 
tion of alcholic beverages by 
persons of age at off -campus 
events such as "pre-partlee." 

THE CODE Is not a set of 
rules. Enforcement of the code 
is carried out through regula- 
tions formulated by SCC.

Student Health employees and doctors must realize 
tiiat each person who is served by the tiealth center is 
ooncerned with his own well-being or he would not be 
^ere. Apparently, communications between some doctors 
and patients has been lacking in the past. 
■ IT WAV BE a psychosomatic tendency on the part of 
s^nae students, but R is natural lor a person to want to 
|uow what his Illness is, what oaused it, or how its re«iur- 
iseace can be prevented. 

Student llealtli employees should also keep in mind 
that their salaricH are paid by the students, not as a fee 
for individual treatment, but as straight line item col- 
lected from every student in enrollment fees. Students 
ihould be treated as ri|gul«r, ^ing patients. 

ON THE OTiieS side of tke fence, patients must re- 
member that the health service Is usually busy and there 
is seldom a time wlien a person can walk in and im- 
HK'd lately see a doctor. This is true not only at Student 
Jlealth, but for any physician. 

It is hard to comprehend how persons can blast Student 
HeaUh for not taking enough time wltli its patients and 
tlten turn around and gripe about leaving to wait 30 min- 
jltes to see a doctor. 

Some jiatieuts go to Student Health with the unrealistic 
^dea that the health center will offer them some sort of

to Imiftme relMlons. Indeed, aosm physicians have 
worked many years at K-State to reach this goal. The 
fine facilities housing Student* Health would not exist if 
it were not for tlie prolonged efforts of Dr. Benjamin 
LAlene and others.

IIIK<'lllMlN.VTIOK in off-campus housing at K- 
State hay been the subject of long and hot student 
buli uessions for several years. Housing office of- 
ficials wonder why Anyone should become upset 
about a prohlem which they say doesn't exist. 
Let's explore some facts, some opinious and some 
reactions of persona on campus. 

More 'formal methods than bull, sessions and 
midnight parlays have been used .to- deal with 
racism. This past fall, the Student Christian Pel- 
lowakip <SCF> 4if«#nlaad« aarluCot tactical te^ms 
to discuss vHrious topics in an effort to llfinc K- 
State's youth groups closer together.- 

ilT THK KHD of the diacusatons.Uhtaie groups, 
of nearly 110 atodants, were free either to con- 
clude the program or to continue. Five of the 
groups had chosen local racism problems and 10 
students' from these groups choie to discuss the 
minority housing problem it K-Steta, All tlve 
groups continued. 

As a starting point, the students used statistics 
from a 1X1 student aurvey of 100 of Hie -SSO 
University approved housing units. 

AfrlKK considering the information before them, 
the team decided to aubmlt a statement of non- 
discrimination to the Housing Office. The state- 
ment, would make explicit the policy of equality 
In koualng regardless of race, religion or natlmal- 
Ity. Before a householder could be listed in the 
HoMslAS pffice, i^e n9»H ^ nw*)^. M> «isn the 
statement. 

The KansHH Discrimination Act, now a law. was 
the basis of their proposal. It provides for a state 
commission having the power to eliminate discrim- 
ination In employment and public accommodations. 
The team based the relationship between the state 
and the University on chapter 21, i^rticle 24 of the 
Aet. - 1 

TUB W5TTKK to tlie IlonsinK Office f^tnted. 
"Although we realize that housing is a definite 
problem at K-State, we feel that the University 
cannot sacrifice principles for expediency . . . For 
we feel that if the University Housing Office lists 
the names of t^oae who diacrlmlnate, the admin- 
istration is, In ^faet. aldtBS and abaUiiis dlaertmt- 
natlou. " 

Team members were invited to talk with Thorn- 
ton Edwards. iC-State bonaing director. In tlMlr 
discussion, he pointed out that K-State's infor- 
mation booklet for householders and students 
states the University's policy to "make all our 
facilities, housing as well as acudemic, available to 
all students on an equal basis regardless of race, 
religion, or nationality. The University expects 
restdevts in the Ijoaitf comaiuslty to follow the 
same policy." 

Laat semester, about S.llS students lives in 
rooming houses, apartments, trailers or rented 
bousing. This Is compared to 2,794 students who 
Ibmd in University bousing and l.SSl yiho lived 



in other organized houses. These figures indicate 
the necessity of available houalng off-campus. In 
effect, the householder helps the University, wbUe 
he helps his own pocketbooh. 

CA\ WK force householders to rent to a per- ^ 
son they don't want? Are we to take away the-^ 
freedom of choice? The answer, obviously, must 
be no, "But how important is skin color in judging 
a persons desirability as a tenant?" team memfliers' 
asked. 

In cases of International students who bring 
their native cultures' and traditions with them, la 
It fair to decide '*Uls fellow in a turban won't 
ka^ house the I Oilak be ^ould, so I wm't 
rent to him." 

FOREIGN students are warned of possible dto- 
crlmination before they come to school in our 
"land of the free." Ministers and others who have 
listened to these students' problems say that many 
Of thMH are atni amased when the students ne- 
turn from their first apartment hunting spree. 

"Why?" they ask. And. when the return to their 
aatLva countries! the are asked in turn, "Whyt" 

**Tliay dov't have an answer, nor do we," Mid 
campus minister Hal Woods. "They expect a uni- 
versity community to be more understanding than 
othera. When they come to, Manhattan where moat 
services are closed to them, it's a big blow." 

FItil'REH from the 1061 survey show that o( 
those 98 (out of 100} householders complatlng the^ 
questldnalrM. 4 per cent refused to rent to any- 
one but Ajaer^can whites. The door^to-door survey 
also revealed that 72 per CMt refaadd to reftt -fo 
at least one minority group while 60 per cent were 
willing ,to take at least one race other than Ameri- 
can whites. 

"The hoys we hiive now won't like it If we 
rented to those foreigners," commented one house- 
holder at that time. 

THE OCHMBIIITnSR of Student Action which oon- 
ducted the random survey, published its findings 
in "Publius," a journal of opinion written and 
duplicated for sale by K-State students In 1901. 
The committee reported concern "over the fact 
that racial segregation can, and does exist on this 
campus." 

Ministers and students say this attitude baan't 
changed appreciably within the last three years. 
However, this kind of statement isn't scientific 
proof, obviously, but must be baaed oa pmoMl 
contacts and reactions. 

The technical team's approach to housing at K-> 
State has. as yiet, brought no promise of action. 

\VH.\T Is the solution" It's a personal respon- 
sibility of everyone, white or black, to try to un- 
derstand the other fellow's position before forr.;.^ 
Ing an opinion. Consider the householder's pi 
dicament. the position of our University Housing 
Office and the feelings of our Negro and foreign 
students. 

After getting the facts, choose a course of ae- 

tiou — and theu follow it.

tack appeared remote. 

Informed sources said Britain 
had enough votes in the council 
to block any strong resolution 
of this type. 

Morocco and Ivory Coast, the 
Afro-Aslaa members of the 
conaoll, wersr repoireed working 
on a fompromise resolution 
which would tone down the Arab 
complaint to the point where It 
could be accepted by the coun- 
cil. 

A resolution must have seven 
affirmative votes to pass, in- 
cluding those of the Ur» per- 
manent members. 



NK\*' YORK (UPT)— The body 
of old soldier Douglas MacAr- 
thnr lie% in public repose today 
to receive the last respects of 
the nation for which he fought 
as a general in three wars. 

GRNKRALt OF the Army Mac- 
Arthur, who until his death was 
the nation's highest ranking 
military officer, lies in the ar- 
mory of the Seventh Regiment 
which he served i\h a brigade 
commander in World War i. 

The public was to be admitted 
to the Park Avenue armory at 
9 a.m. where the big brass doors 
would remain open Into the 
night — until there no longer 
were any mourners wishing to 
enter.

Milling Expert Discusses 
Sale of Wheat to Russia 



The first question which usu- 
ally arises in any discussion of 
the sale of wheat to the Soviet 
Union is whether or not it should 
have been done. 

"This is a question which no 
layman can answer," Dr. John 
Shellenberger said in an address 
before the banquet of the joint 
annual meeting of Districts 1 
and 2 of the Association of Op-, 
eratlve Millers Priday night.

"Whether or not the United 
States does business with the 
Soviet Union depends entirely on 
policies established by the United 
States Department of State," he 
steted. "If FO are In a cold war 
with the Soviet Union, then 
probabjy the sale of wheat 
should not have been made." 

"On the other hand, If It Is a 
policy to do business with the 
Soviet Union, then the sale of 
wheat had many advantages. It 
reduced the surplus and thus is 
a savings to the taxpayer In stor- 
age costs; it has stimulated busi- 
ness in many ways, helped our 
balance of payments and has 
provided an IsuaeMM tm&igmk- 
da benefit." 

AWr OONTKNTIOII that the 
Soviet Union was compelled to 
buy wheat from the United 
States is Incorrect, Shellenherger 
said. He pointed out that the 
Soviet Union already had pur- 
chased ISOO nlllloa of wheat 
and flour from Canada al6ne, 
and could have found additional 
suppliers for their needs. 

"They also could have ra- 
tioned flour and bread la the 
Soviet Unloa hai tiugr aoaght to 
do 60." 

KHRLLENBERGE^ believes 
the transaction probably was 
bMaeficial both to the Sovlete 
and to the United States and, 
possibly, could lay the founda- 
tion for further trade relation- 
ahlpa which would, In the long 
run. lead to a better understand- 
ing between the two most power- 
ful nations in the world. 

The wheat Shellenberger in- 
spected was unloaded at the Port 
of Odessa. He said indications 
were that the wheat was des^ 
tined tor Interior processing and 



approved by the Faculty Sen- 
ate," Stamey said. 

He explained the course as

It would alHO enable tbe well- 
eiualifled faculty member to come 
In contact with more students 
than won Id be otherwise pos- 
sible. 

WITH CARKWL, maiwcenent 
tbe year-round operation wonid 
enable the univer»lty to serve 
more students, with services 
provided at lower cost per stu- 
dent. 

For a college or university to 
assume a year-round operation 
at leapt 40 weeks per year are 
required. Presently there are 
four basie types of year-rouod 
BesBions. 

The two semester plus a sura- 
nier session, auch as at K-State 
In by far tbe most commonly 
ased system. 

A four-quarter system, utilises 
three regular (luarters plus a 
fourth quarter or summer session 
of the same length. At present 
this system la second In common 
usage. • 

THE FOUR-TERM calendar is 
nearly the same as the quarter 
system except that academic 
credit Ih granted In semester 
hours rather than in quarter 
hours. 

The newest syHteni, the tri- 
semester plan, utilizes a year- 
round academic calendar, com- 
pOHed of three IS-IB week terms, 
all equal or nearly equal lu 
leagUi. 

Several Immediate itrobleniH 
are associated with year-round 
operation and at least two un- 
answered questions arise. 

FtRHT, will tbe compression 
of tbe same amount of work 
into a shorter span of time, con- 
stitute an overload and result 
in poorer work quality? Will 
lowering the average age of 
graduates result in leas matur- 
ity? 

One of the major problems 
Is breaking tbe old bablt and 
getting students to go to school 
In the summer. The custom of 
going to school during winter 
months only is an American 
folkway. Only a change in pub- 
lic attitude <an remedy the sit> 
nation. 

Some faculty members like- 
wise, will not be attracted to a 
year-round schedule. Younger 
faculty members often u|ie the 
summer session to continue 
fraduate tivdy. This system 
might aUMi tat«r<iBre with tnidN 
tional family summer vacations. 

The problem of reasasaalnK that 
teaching load as well as other 

faculty responalblUties would 
present Itself. In line with In- 
ereaaed duties would come a re- 

evaluatton of the pay basis. 

A PROBLEM, concerning con- 
tlioUBg Btarttng dates la likely 

. to arise. Starting or enrollment 
dates may not mesh with high 
school and junior college ached- 
ules under the tri-mester plan. 

A possible remedy, would be 
"trailer groups" which are util- 
ised In some schools to pick-up 
students entering tn February 
and Jane.

Tbe full 
schedule operation Itself would 
not Increase tbe overall cost of 
a college education. In fact it 
could reduce tbe total cost some- 
what. It would however, re- 
quire a more comseiitoated spend- 
tatt over a shorter time span. 

- am$M STVimm» might elect 
to borrow money, because they 
will be put of school and work- 
ing sooner. The student who 
feels that he must Interrupt his 
coUegd work to earn money 
mig^t also tlad the system an 
asaet. • ' ' ' ■ - ■ • 

Usually a atudent must com- 
pete with large numbere of oMier 
college students for sumnier em- 
ployment. He might find It to 
his advantage to attend tbe sum- 
mer session and work during 
some other semester, when tem- 
porary Jobs are more readily 
obtainable. 

Generally under the trl-mes- 
ter plan, a material increase In 
teachers salaries Ir likely to oc- 
cur. Properly designed, a three- 
term academic year cpuld JftO-^ 
vide a 20-30 per cent Indrease 
In faculty Income. 

Some changes are likely to 
occur at the non-academic or 
activities level. Most students 
will find it necessary to cut back 
somewhat on participation, in 
social, cultural and athletic ac- 
tivities. 

Athletic participation and 
scheduling would remain essen- 
tially the same under the tri- 
mester system. Possible curtail- 
ing of spring sports scbednles 
would be necessary due to the 
shorter term. 

The system would function 
ideally In relation to athletics, 
when most of tbe major unlver^ 
Hi ties adopted tbe tri-mester plan, 
thus elimtnattng schedule con- 
flicts. 

Some of the most important 
economies could be realized in 
reduced cost of physical facili- 
ties. Many of these cost of build- 
ing maintenance are fixed. In- 
creasing enrollment would not 
appreciably increase these coets. 

TRB RKHlTl/r to a more effec- 
tive HHe of student time and 
more effective use of faculty re- 
sources and existing facilities. 

The effective utilization of ex- 
isting facilities would help elim- 
inate some need for new build- 
ings and equipment. *It would 
likewise save taxpayers and 
donors mlUions of dollars. 

The University of Pittsburgh, 
one of the first to adopt tbe trt- 
mester plan, realized a reduc- 
tion of about 40 per cent in 
money needed for new buildings. 

A RECENT article in News- 
week reported that based on the 
University of Pittsburgh's ex- 
perience, the university has been 
able to Increake nndergraduate 
enrollment by 35 per cent with- 
out expanding facilities.

0\t'Ji in a great while, perliaps every 
century, a great man is bom into this 
world. He lives tk0 meniABt of Itis life fii 

legendary fame and then passes into time. 
And the world is alietter place fOr his hav- 
ing been here. 

Such a man in our century, has been Gen. 
pougluB Mac Arthur. Probably uo man hag 
endeared himself to so many as has Jie. The 
fame which he earned on the battlefields 
of the Pacific has assured his place in books 
of liistory, but the unwritten fame engraved 
in tlie mind» of tiiose he left behind is the 
lame tiiat will be remembered best. 

The code by which he lived by, and Cbt 
principles which he held most sacred were 
•those of duty, honor and country: In a 
jspeech at West Point in 1902 he said:

A SnOLAR setup might also bene- 
fit the instructor who didn't wish to 
teach semesters. A rotational teach- 
ing load might be possible, offertais 
a free semester for the faculty W,^' 
ber's optional interests. 

It appears that the obvious ad- 
vantages of the tri-mester systMn out- 
weigh most of the disadvantages, 
which Involve getting used to by stu- 
dents and faeulty members. 

It seems that administrators of any 
rapidly growing university cannot 
Ignore the possible advantages of ^e 
tri-mester to their particular situa- 
tion. Certainly K-State, as a rapidly 
growing and progressive university, 
should carefully consider the merits 
of the tri-mester plan as a means of 
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au»e atndMta with exiating facilities. 
This would permit a more effective 
use of student time, faculty resoj^rces 
and physic^ plant taellitias. 

CWrAINLY vet the least eoaaifter- 
Btion would be savings to taxpayers 
and donors. Wltb careful manage- 
ment tiie year-round operation we«ld 
enable the university to serve more 
students with services provided at a 
lower cort per student.

Naturally, this 
being the baals of hla thought, 
Salinger makes no attempt to 
be a catcher and, thus, neither 
Pan anyone presume that Ur, 
French should be.

University Needs Honor Code

The pursuit of maturity mfglit be saM 
to. begin when an indhiduat reaches col- 
lege age. It is a time wlien the Itudent 
iB expected to shed the parental pamper- 
ings of-liomc; the time when the boy be- 
conieb u man, the girl a woman; and the 
time when the responsibility of making 
personal decisions rests with the student 
and not someone else. 

THIH BEINU the case, it would seem to 
be contradictory for a uiriversity to replace 
the disc arded role of the parent by impos- 
ii^g restrictiouu on tlie student'e personal 
id academic behavior.

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'Strangelove' Mixes Fantasy with Truth 
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I can think of no acceptable reason for a re* 
Bi>onsible person's deliberately missing "Dr. 
Strangelove." There have been "message" pic- 
tures before, but I can recall no other that is as 
truly as director Stanley Kubrick claims, "an 
artistic ezperienos." 

WHEN MOTIE makers turn serious they usually 
become so self-conscious that they are all thumbs. 
I can recall nothing else like "Dr. Strangelove" 
since Orson Welles' broadcast of "The War of the 
Worlds" showed how carefully devised fantasy can 
push the American panic button. 

But i wonder how many people hare realised 
that this movie, unfolded against fearsomely bar- 
ren landscapes, is indeed a fantasy. *'Dr. Strange- 
love" is not "about" nuclear deterrents or a possi- 
ble world cataclysm. Its message is as old as 
Ecclesiastes and it might share the title of Thack- 
eray's "Vanity Fair.** What It dramatises Is the 
conseQuenoes otplacins power and responsibility 
in the hands of vain and ignorant people who con- 
fuse the flagging of their own virility with the 
death of civilization.* Kubrick has chosen to dra- 
matize his vision in terms of the destruction of 
hunaanity by nuclear forces in order to make the 
most unsparing Impact upon man's gross senslhilt* 
ties. . . • 

SOMi; HWE complained that the picture makes 
a farce of serious things, but its aim is to keep us 
from taking our pompous sense of self-importance 
too seriously. It evokes laughter in the hope that 



when the laughter ceases, each of us may be left 
to face the embarrassing question* "What are you>^^ 
doing to delay rather than hasten the destruetioa 
of society?" 

What indeed are "you" doing to keep power 
from the hands of those who would destroy any- 
thing that they fancy stands in the path of their 
lust for self-aggrandizement? Don't whine that 
you are powerless to influence pentagon politics! 
Even this is debatable, but you can surely do some- 
thing closer to home. To translate "Dr. Strange- 
love" into Kansas terms,, we need only substitute, 
for example, cocktails for flouridation, book-burn- 
ing for bomb-throwing. What have you done to 
repulse the forces of Strangelove In their attack • 
on Junction City? 

WHAT is the difference between the military 
madmen in the movie disrupting with their rant 
a conference to try to find humanity another 
chance and the representatives of the state of 
Kansas defiling the august halls of the United 
States Supreme Court by bellowing for a license 
to burn books? 

I do not defend the books under attack; the 
woiid would be better if it could be without them, 
but the proposed cure is worse than the illness. 
Book-burning like bomb-throwing becomes an 
addiction, an absesston. Who can tell where the 
desire to dictate unhappy people's tastes and 
pleasures may lead the local Jack the Rippers? 
Once a penchant for applying the brand becomes 
pyromania, who can say that it will be sated short 
of the destruction depicted in "Dr. Strangelove"?

Johnson Averts Rails Strike 
Using Personal Persuasion 



After Asking Support Against China 



WA8HINOTON — President 
Johnsoii kept the nation's rail- 
iwidt running today with a dra- 
UMtfe penonnl trinmpli tbnt 
averted n par^lyitng nationwide 
strike for at leaat 15 days. 

Barely 90 minutes before the 
mtdni^t rtrfka dM«tte«. John- 
son arranged tor the IK-day de- 
lay to allow renewed negotia- 
tions aimed at racking a final 
■ettlament <tf th» iyk-fmt^A 
dtovnte. . * 

INTENSIVE negotiating ses- 
sions resume at 9 a.m. today In 
. the White House cabinet roon. 
Vv The President invited two of 
the nation's top mediators — 
George Taylor and Theodore 
Kheel — to assist him and other 
federal officials in peacemaking 
efforts, and he planned to be 
on hand personally to get both 
tides alftrted. 

USIXG the famous Johnson 
powers of persuasion, became 
all the powers of law at his 
command had long ago been ex- 
hausted, the Chief ExecutlTe 
got union leaders to change their 
minds and accept his proposal 
tor a moratorium on a national 
strike. 

An informed source said the 
chiefs of the five railroad oper- 
ating nnions at first turned down 
the President's proposal becavse 
they said it would undercut 
their entire bargaining strategy 
by halting the two-day-old strike 



against the mlnols Central Rail- 
road. 

THIS WAliKOUT triggered 
the carriers' auDouncement that 
they intended to Impose saw 
work rules. 

The source said that John- 
son talked with the union lead- 
ers personally and they accepted 
hts ortflB^ proposal with only 
one change — the length of the 
"cooling off" period was reduced 
from Johnson's sncgested ■ 19 
days to 15.

There Is 
no denying this, bat It Is ]nst as true 
that this became oeceesary becanse 
o{ problems that pfamdi to be iitsvr> 
mountable at Hnialter levels of govern- 
ment, and because freedoms were be- 
lt not by the IMenil goveni'- 



ment, but rather by powerfully influ- 
ential individuals and by entrenched 
faottons Injoeat state govern- 
mei^ who weren't about to give up 
their gains for the sake of Justice. 

]fX>RTVNATKL¥ for this country, 
the ■eMi«Utty4BdeB olldMs about *'WAm 
Government" threats to freedom 
haven't been convincing to enou|^. 
pwple to force changes in government 
that wottid take away the progress 
we have made. The fact is, and per- 
haps it should be said much more 
than It has been, that the major 
challenges to freedom have had noth- 
ing to do with "Big Government." 

Oenerally, these challenges have 
been: (1) the Alien and Sedition 
Acts, (2) the lack of freedom to vote 
and speech to Negroes in the South, 
( 3 ) arr«sts of radicals following 
World War I, (4) the concentration 
camps established for impounding 
Japanese - Amerioana daring - World 
War II and (6) McCarthylsm. 

HI'KCIFIOALLY in the most recent 
years, there have been the efforts of 
piressare groape In Callfonila to deny 
a teacher the right to have her stu- 
dents in social studies delve into the 
Tarioae forms of govenunenta and to 



conduct mock Senate and United Na- 
tions sessions, and the efforts otJt^ 
various pressure groups including the 
Miertean Legion, Daughters of th« 
American Revolution and militant 
Negro groups to ban or censor books 
from tiM pnbUe and at^ool lUNrartes^ 

On tiie cmtraiy, the ride of the 
federal government in modern times 
has been to broaden freedom farther 
than to retnrd. It. Sueh aetloas aa 
Civil rights legislation, small busi- 
jiess assistance, labor legislation, full 
employment and equal opportnnltr 
acts have promoted freedom. Supreibe 
Court decisions have likewise sup- 
ported freedom, though sometimes 
necessarily In the UitereMi of th« 
minority. 

A case can always be argued that 
In ruling on controversial matters a 
Federal agency may be denying cer- 
tain assumed freedoms on the one 
band to promote greater freedom on . 
the other. li;pwever, the reeonls show 
that with the exception of decisions 
made because of fear and concern forjUt. 
national seenrity, the government ac- 
tions have been on the side of moral 
and ethical freedom while denying 
only the freedom to be tymnnifial.

IiOV£, WHO apoke on ^thte 
campiM two years ago, aald that 
he noticed fewer students in at- 
tendance this year. This he at- 
tributed to the fact Uiat he had 
dispelled all their eoncem about 
the society. . 

Love, In a prepared speech, 
accused the United States of 
promising aid to foreign coun- 
tries and then "flopping." It 
wonld be far better, he said, 
never to have promised. 

IiOVE DBKIEiD that the John 
Birch Society la radically right 
wing. He drew a diagram which 
showed communism at the far 
left, with fascism next to It and 
anarchy on the for right. The 
John Birch Society, he laid, Is

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The Kansas Board of RegentB adopted provlitfoiUl ViOUr 
day ullowiug closed door Regents meetings. 

tUM MEAHUBE Inrely slipped through, winning by 
only a 5-4 margin. It wbm vigoromky opposed by Regentt 
chairman Henry Babb; iCansas newspaper editors WUtley 
Austin and Ciyde Reed; and broadcaster William Dannw- 
barger. All are members of tlie Board of Regents. 

The action came, ironically, on the heels of a resolution 
passed only last week by the Kansas Press Association 
obmiiiendiBg the boant for its policy of holding open 
meetings. 

THE BV-LAWS adopted by the Regents would allow 
secret sessions at the request of the chairman, if no pam- 
ber objects, or by majority vote of the members. 

The supporters of the move held that there are matters 
in which *'8p«cutatloa m headrsay** irlll be discussed. 
HJvidently. jthe advocates of thd ruling feel thait press 
mould ii^bit tMlormal discussion, even though aU af tlwm 
stated thoy never have had difficulties with, the ptmm re- 
pot'tiug off the record discusii^ons. 



What the Regents have to gain by their action is dif- 
ficult to understand. In the light of what proponents of 
the new by laws told reporters, the ruling will not change 
current procedures much. But it could. 

Secrecy in government Is a dangerous tool if it is mis- 
used. Granted, it is sometimes necessary, and a journalist 
would be the first to say so. But in the case of the Board 
of Regents the need for secrecy is, we believe, very slight. 

IT 18 HOT dealing with matters of internal or external 
national poUcy whicli might a^ect the eecmrity of tiie 
yopBlation. The board is handling a |90 million puUic 
operation, which, in the woNte of IWtley AwMla* oaaaet 
be run behind closed doors. 

The four members of the Regents who opposed the by- 
laws will undoubtedly make certain that the provision 
is uaei wisely.

Appears \n Distant Future

dlsant future, according to com- 
ments made Tuesday hy Pr^i- 
dent James A. McCain In a 
speech in Union Little Theatre. 

McCAIN explained That build- 
ings are placed on a prtoMty Hit 

hy the Campus Planning and De- 
velopment committee, consisting 
ot IS Univwelly repreeenlMfves. 

The auditorium is next on this 
priority list. However, McCain 
pointed out, the University can 
receive one-third matching funds 
if it chooses to construct build- 
ings for usp in physical or bio- 
logical sciences, engineering, 
modem languages or library 
facilities. 

Mb POINTED OVT that the 
Campus banning and Develop- 
ment committee will probably 
be forced to alter their priority 
list so that thty can benefit 
from a continued source of rev- 
enue. 

He said that K-State's chief 
soaree of revenue for buildings 
is the Bddcatlonal Building 
Fund (EBF), Mtablished by the 
KansM legisli^iire in 1941. 

Btnee 1981, |S» million has 
been spent on construction of, 
addition to, or remodeling of 
prsMnt campiis buUdlacs. This 
figure does not Include the con- 
struction of the Field House, 
completed in 1951. 

TEN MIIilJON dollars of this 
amount was not state funds. 
The University also receives $1 
million from the state per year 
tor bnildingB. 

In tailing any action, the com- 
mittee recommends plans to Mc- 
Cain. He, in turn, makM a 
recommendation to the Board of 
Regents which files a report to 
the Kansas Legislature. Before 
the matter reaches the board it 
must pass through a three-man 
Regents' committee. 

McGAIN SAID that when Huck 
Boyd, chairman of the Regent's 
committee In 1968, called Mc- 
Cain and asked If "that horrible 
anditorinm" could be replaced, 
the Univerrtlar wai avyrofriatid 

f S75.000. 

This proposal did not pass In 
the Legislature. At the time, 
oMier bnildings were currently

K.C Improves Race Relalion^

THE FASSAOE of «be ^oibllc aooommo- 
dationi ordinance in MmxmBCii^ last wotk, 
established a signMlaMit'^wedent in thlt 
region towards improving race relations. 

Kansas City became the first city of its 
size to submit a public accommodations 
ordinance to the public for a vote. Such ac- 
tion it usually taken by legislative bodies, 
however, this ordinance was forced Into a 
referendum as a result of petitions sent to 
the City Council from a strong opposition. 

ALTIiOL'UH it was passed by a meager 
1,820 votes, it is significant that the Ne- 
groes, ooonpoplng nearly one-tenth o| the 
lUetisas City po^idatidn, were Me to over- 
come a two-thirds opposition vote from the 
whites. The large Negro vote of about 
25,000 could be attributed to an intense 
registration campaign conducted before the 
tioitlng. 

The largest opposition was registered 
f^m the low Income groups located near 

the city's industrial area where white worlt- 
ers apiiaiently feared that employment 
competition from the Negroes would in- 
hibit Job opportunities. 

JIUt'H of the Imitation in opposition of 
the ordinance came from the Kansas Cky 
Tavern Owners Association whose spokes- 
man told voters that passage of the ordi- 
nance would result in unfavorable social 
o'hanges such as Inter-racial dating and 
increised violenoe in the bars. 

STIC<>N(t dissension also -came from many 
whites living iu certain residential areas 
where Negroes are beginning to buy homes. 

THJK ordinance deals primarily 
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with public accommodations, but only a few 
basjasMes such as tawnsp various ratail 
shops and «n Mau wpiart gurk win «^ ad- 
mitting Negroes for the first time. Restric- 
tions in hotels, motels and restaurants were 
discarded two years ago. Only barber shops 
and beauty shops have been excluded by 
the ordinfLnee. .

Even if you feel no 
special compulsion to celebrate the bard's birth- 
day, you can't lose by taking advantage of an op-

offering a chance to become acquainted through 
the motion picture with a master in another visual 
medium— the great modern painter, Pablo Picasso. 

Thla extraordinary concentration of films of out- 
standing artistic value shows how much more than 
mere diversions or "aids" motion pictures have 
become. Because of the whole new world of ex- 
periences that they open up, they demand recogni- 
tion as a truly major contemporary art. Even the 
abundance of showings here in the near future 
only scratches surface possibilities of using movies 
to make education deeper and more fftal than It 
often is. . 

I ('A\'T begin to imagine the effect of paying 
as much attention to motion pictures as colleges 
do today to less efficient and more dubious ma- 
terials. But only if current offerings are well sup- 
ported can we expect even richer and more varied 
ones in the future, so that all I really have to si^ 
this week is tear out this column as a guide and 
"Go! Go! Go!"

OX FEB. 11, the Faculty Sen- 
ate approved a proposal which 
raised the University standards 
for probation and dismissal. 
Dean William Stamey, ehalr- 
of the AeiiieiBle 
mittee, said one of the prln- 
efpal reasons ior changing the 
smH standards was that too 
many juniors and seniors were 
preparing for graduation and 
weren't aware that they couldn't 
meet the University require- 
ments for a degree. 

The proposal, which was first 
submitted to the Senate Dec. 17 
by the Academic Affairs ' Com- 
mittee, established the minimum 
cninM^tiye grade average for 
probation it 1.7 tStttdlats 
who had attempted 10 to 59 
hours and 2.0 for students who 
had attempted nuwe than 60 
hours. 

DISMIBSAXi minimums were 
raised to 1.6 for students who 
had attempted 80 hours or 
more, 1.76 for students who had 
attempted 60 hours or more and 
1,8 S for students who had at- 
tempted 90 hours or more.

probation mlalmnms were l.S 
for freshmen and sophomores 
and 1.7 for juniors and seniors. 

Dismissal miiUmums were l.S 
for freshmen.

IN ORDER to receive a de- 
gree frem the Uaivertf ty, a stu- 
dent must have a 2.0 average in 
all courses applying to his de- 
gree and a 1.7 overall average. 

When the original proposal 
was submitted to the Faculty 
Senate, it suggested that a 2.0 
probation level be ^tablished. 

Before the proposal was 
adopted,' however, it was 
amended to read as it does now.

IN CONTRAST, the cumula- 
tive grade-point average is 
figured only on the basis of 
courses taken at K-8tate. 

With the average figured in 
this, manner, It la Impossible for 
students to raise their average 
by attending summer sdMOl at 
another university.

K-3tate underclassmen are re> 
ceiving vigorous support, from 
the Defense Depairtmeat and 
certain congressmen In Wash- 
ington D.C. In slaying the tow-

Defense Secretary' Robert Mc- 
Nsman first voiced his dls- 
plmsure with the Reserve Of- 
ficers Training Corps program 
in Febraury of 196P., Mc- 
Namara said the program was 
not producing a snittetent num- 
ber at commissioned officers, 
and that there was a marked 
detlelency ot ottteers who were 
qualified technically. 

STUDENTS, particularly those 
In scienee hnd enginberlng' fields 

with crowded lab' schedules, 
often forsake ROTC because 
their amdraiie timetables are 
already stacked, the Defense 
Secretary said. , 

Advanced ROTC .eourses are 
saddled with a ; prerequisite 
rider — the two year 'baste course 
— which if* available only in in- 
stitutions that enroll about one- 
third of all male college fresh- 
Tnen. Thus, a university's new 
ari..<iia, transfers and junior 
college students, ai% unable to 
apply for advanced ROTC rf- 
gardlMs of interest expressed 
or qnalitieatlons. 

THROUGH the combined ef- 
forts of the Defense Department 
and Air Force ROTC (AFROTC) 
a legislative bill was formed, 
labeled the Officer Bdueation 
Program (OBP). AFROTC, In- 
spired by McNamara's concern, 
was the author of the OEP. The 
Air Foree wished 'to trim tlw 



sharp, interfering nails of the 
1816 Defense Act, which con- 
tains a restrictive clause rM|utr- 
ing all graduating cadets to haiw 
completed four years of ROTC.

The very 
students that the ROTC branches 
need, those tn engineering and 
science, can not easily swap fire 
hours of lab for ROTC class. 

The OEP bUl proposed: the 
establishment of an elective two- 
year on-campiui protnini offered 
to liialortt and seniors, tnelndbiK 
three hours of class per week 
for 'each semester ; two summer 
.'training periods; an AFROTC 
scholarship of approximately

Prof Creates Stoneware Art 



The creation of stokeware 
ceramics in varioua free f«rinB«. 
Colors and designs is tbe hot»W 

of Angelo Garzio, professor of 
art. Exanii>les of his work were 
recently displayed in Fanr^l 
lilbraiy. 

Stoneware is made of clay, 
formed into shapes and hardened 
by ezposnre to fire, be pointed 
oat. 

Kansas clay was used in the 

stoneware displayed. The local 
clay is economical and of high 
quality, Carzio said. 

VOL<CAl«lc AHH from areas 
near Salina were used for the 
stoneware glazes. Research and 
experiments have shown that 
volcanic ash makes an excellent 
glaze constituent, he continued. 

An unusual piece of stone- 
ware displayed was a slab wbteh' 
was not formed on-thLS eoiivii^- 



tlonal potters wheel, be said. 

The slab of clay is kneaded 
by land, rolled oat and shaped, 

he explained. Thin lllastrates 
the diverse forms which can be 
made of elay. 

imniGKH on the stoneware 
were formed by scratching the 
design In the wet elay, nsing 
the fingers or hoards. 

Colors were derived from 
oxides of iron, copper, cobalt 
and other nip;a1s. The colors 
are introduced into the glaze 
and clay, or may be put directly 
on the article before or after 
glazing, he explained. 

Garzio prefers to iiiiikf stone- 
ware and earthenware ceramics 
rather than porcelain. 

"STOITEW.^RK and earthen- 
ware haye a close relationship to 
the eolors and textarei fonnd 
in nature," he said. 



Orlgtnatly stoneware uteaslls 

were made for functional pur- 
poses. Today many people find 

a need for self expression, he 
continued. Working with cer- 
amics gives these people a 
chance to make something beau- 
tiful and nsefnl with their own 
hands. 

"Ceramics can lend an indi- 
vidual touch to the modern 
stereotype home," Garzio said.

Lodge, whose supporters Ironi- 
cally led the MFC parade Satur- 
day momiag, won the presiden- 
lial nomination with Ti4 rotm. 
Bvn. Barry Goldwater finished 
wtth 2&9 and Got. William 
Bemnton with 110. 

PREHIDEXT Lyndon B. John- 
son was chosen on the first bal- 
lot is Lodge's vice presidential 
running mate. Johnson's 335 
votes on the first ballot matched 
the 3S5 needed for a simple ma- 
jority. » 

The first presidential ballot 
indicated that most strength 
was iM^hind Oot. Roes Qitratt^ 
tile .iteli;M>'a 'f«T(»rtte son," aM 
'Otirsnton. 

However, forces backing LiOdge 
rallied on the third ballot audi 
after a raih of vote-changing. 
Lodge led with 439. Scrantdn

majority vote of the delegates 
present was required for nom- 
tnatlon. 

DURING THE roll call pre- 
ceding the fourth ballot, five 
delegations suiiportins Johnson 
— ^Texas, Rhode Island, North 
Garolinn, 'Utah and the- Vli^n 
Islands — walked out of the con- 
vention after a statement from 
Marsha Trew, EC Jr. North 
Carolina's head delegate, that 
Johnson supporters would "never 
accept a second place." 

Following this, the lUtaois 
delegation, previously support- 
ing Johnson, switched its 58 
votes to Lodge. Scranton forces 
appeared to collapee at this 
point. 

AS RmVl/VH of the fourth 
ballot were being tallied, Cali- 
fornia swung its support to 
Goldwater. New York, with 49 
votes, was withoat a qiontm 
and its votes went to no one. 
Penmylvanla then Jumped on 



the Oold^bvter bandwagon 

64 votes from the state were 
switched from Scranton to Gold- 
water. 

Delegations that had been 
supporting their "favorite sons" 
switched their support to Lodge. 
This swing, in addition to cap- 
turing 23 of the smaller delega- 
tions, was instminental te tlM 
Lodge victory. 

lOHNHON and Scranton were 
the priaeiple contenders for the 

vice presidential nomluatlon. 
Scranton had 276 votes.

History repeats Itself but it does not 
have to. A knowledge of history is vital to plan- 
ning a future course and President Kennedy 
was fully aware of this.

Of 11 Society objectives outlined by Mr. Love, 
seven concerned distribution of Information via 
libraries, radio broadcasts, speakers bureaus and 
various pubUoationa.

validity; the same is true of the editorial policy 
of newspapers and periodicals. 

Thus the development of a critical mind is of 
Utmost importance, especially to the purpose of 
any eeilega. The vast seove of ^viekHr outdated 
knowledge demands that the college student's 
goal be that of a thinking individual who can 
cope with the problems of his field of training 
and role in society. 

UAV£ Uie American colleges accepted this 
ehailenge by adjusting properly to the many 
MridUB and well-prepared students who don't 
wish to regaaHtata thafaolBSM^B aeiea of yea- 
terdecade? Hare students made efforts to ceoi- 
municate their desires to the faculty and how 
can they do so? How does one deralDi a.critioal 
mind? 



Much of the responsibility and opportunity lies 
with the over-burdened Knglish teacher. He can 
acquaint the student with the techniques of writ- 
ing that are employed to persuade Uie reader — 
logic, lUogio, colored words* true aad fatoe ana- 
logies or exaittpleBt irony, connotation, denota- 
tion, and oyer-ail tone. 4 

THESE are some of the tools for Judging a 
caustic article In "Time" or a fallacy in the 
"Lifeline" broadcasts that promote Birch So- 
ciety ideas. The broadcasts make up in style 
what they Sack in logic, and tills is one reason 
wh7 00 many people* unaware of the connection 
between "Lifeline" and the Birch Society, are 
unsuspectingly convinced by the well-presented 
ideas. Thus many believe that the "Treaty of 
Moscow" (known by unthinking American dupes 
as the Nuclear Test Ban Treaty) is the first 
step in the eventual total disarmament of the 
U.S. and submission to Russia.

Revilo Oliver's controversial article on Kennedy 
is reflected in the choice of words: Lee Oswald 
as a young punk; the "infamous Martin Luther 
King" and the others as "criminals engaged in 
inciting race war. . ."; U.S. marshals used in 
the .Uniyersity of Hississippi crisis as "uni- 
formed goons": the American citizen as sucker 
and tax-paying serf; the Defense Department as 
the establishment in power of "the unspeakable 
Yarmolinsky-McNamara gang in the Pentagon 
to demoralize and subvert our armed forces and 
to sabotage our military installations. 

The concept about our nuclear capability 
seems to emphasise a major flaw In the think- 
ing of Birch merahaia and other Americans as 
well. It Is precisely on this point that Senator 
J. W. Fulbright based his recent controversial 
ideas; Ideas that even thinking liberals cannot 
accept as an "ex cathedra" pronouncement from 
the talented j^aMlaa of the Foreign Rations 
Conuntttee. ' 

CSUtS of another U.a defeat baeause of the 
dangers from possible missiles in Cuba must be 
viewed in the light of the present realisation by 
Khrushchev and others tiiat the U.S. is fully 



capable of devastating nuclear retaliation and 
determined to employ such. This idea of un- 
thinkable nuclear war is one of the major 
achievements of Kennedy and McNamara, and 
necessitatcB adjusted policy appraisal. 

Only in disregard of this major concept and 
others can the Birch Society claim that the VJS, 
has achieved no victories over Communism 
since 1945; and only a fool can disregard the 
truth of many defeats by the West. 

Americans can be concerned for fellow hu- 
mans living under Communism — Russia has 
known 01^ totalitarian goremment — but how 
much right does the West have to object to a 
country's internal affairs and what can the West 
do if Russia doesn't export its ideas to other 
nations seeking self-determination? It is the 
exportation of Communism that is our major 
concern. 

THB BIBCH SOCIETY'S approach is nega- 
tive; it claims diveriity to opinion among mem^ 
bers but wiAia "tb^^restrlct firee#oia o| il^ 

outside the organization; it capitalises <m 
doubts and half-truths; It caaUgates rather 

than criticises. 

Still, the thinking student must be objective 
and judge an idea for its value while also con- 
sidering its SQiurce. Birch members are neither 
the only fools nor the only freedom-loving 
Americans. Note the similarity of Americans 
in the Atomic Age to the Victorian English as 
analyzed by literary critic Bradford A. Booth. 

"TODAY we know them to have been uncer- 
tain, troubled, and perplexed in many of their re- 
sponses to life. Faced with the harrowing social 
proUema cast op by the Industrial Revolution 
and with the disquieting spiritual problems cast 
up by the new science, they were called upon to 
make adjustments to life that entaUed a violent 
wrenching away from the established order of 
things. The problems with which they were 
confronted had no facile solutions. Yet it wafcv 
payehologicaUy impoetant that solutions le 
found. In their urgsncy ta frovlde ready an- 
swers the Victorians often oon^»i«iiiMl fhe 
truth and oversimplified aoM^e^ea.*

No land grant college or university should be 
forced by state law to maintain a program that 
produces military officers for our country's de- 
fense. No student should be compelled by univer- 
sity reguiatlo^is tp tffif^ |a a P^^ yJW^ vdU- 
tary course. 

THEY shouldn't be, but they are. Four states 
still have compulsory KOTC clauses in their con- 
stitutions. One of them is Kansas. Four Big Eight 
schools honor compulsory ROTC. One of them is 
K-State. 

ROTC at K-State is a verbal kickball to many 
ex-cadets. But all talk and no action makes it a 
dry subject, and it's dismissed as quickly as it's 
hroui^t up. iisif e-seale lef istotlon has seldom 
bMf iBQiii^^esed at a |ih^s off ijesei^. 

We |>elleve that within two years K-BtatrwtU be 
faced with the decision, of ehoostng ..either an eleiP* 
tlve or compulsory ROTC program. 

KOTC heads, Col. Thomas Badger, army, and 
Col. George Smith, air science, also share this 
belief. We support this belief with these ^eo^ns: 
(1) proposed lsgis]atl9ii to m Wl ^litod. "lt0T€ 
Yitaltzatlon Act of IMS", (^) InoiieatflBg, G«»l]sfe 
and university enrollments. 

Tile Vitalization bill, which failed to pass the 
House in December, is not dead. It can h|^ broi^^t 
up again under regular procedures. 

W£ HOPE the Vitalization bill does come before 
the House again with a civil rights amendment at- 
tached. We believe that si^h an amendment ^nid 
1»e a omsader for civtt tigb^M tn Uie atmth if the 
bill becomes a law. 

Many Southern institutions are mUitary-mlade^ 
and depend heavily on financial assistahce from 
the Defense Department. They could not have 
their ROTC funds and racial barriers too, if the 
ameaAneat beoomea law. 



THE MIIilTABY tactics teaching requirement 
contaMied in the 1862 Morrill AiCt is still regardea 
by many land grant institutions as the rod of re- 
inforcement. But 'new foundations of learning 
replacing this rod. An enrollment of 7 million 
iliH^Wts is predicted for ld70. Already, ROTC 
units are understaffed to handle the swarms of tith 
mandatorily enrolled. 

Already, the number of commissioned officers 
graduating each year is 5,000 below the production 
goal of 15,000. Many of the officers are not quali- 
fied technically. The reason? Needed students in 
engineering and science are too busy in the lab 
to take the five weekly homes in the advanoad 
course.

THIS ancient question has rarely been more 
graciously answered than by Lord David Cecil's 
rvoentiy reprinted "fiie fine Art of Reading." 
Among otbilr mm* Mi Mil Ws^ i^ist's 
first aim Is not truth but delight." Art acfileves 
its effects through delight; bit, «e usual, such an 
abstract generalization mei£nA bbtbing. Let me 
give an example. 

I recently viewed an exhibit of contemporary 
American painting at the Chicago Art Institute. 
I was moot dbllifatbd by "Coney Island," by a 
young Tennesseean. Red Opooms. wheae wotk I 
had never seen before. Bhren from k 4l8taftoe I %as 



excited by Grootni* refusal in his effort to capture 
the exuberance of his subject to be restrained b^ 
the limits of a formal frame: a roller coaster 
gaily bounded over the top of the picture. But 
iliti itouiee the work seemed simply an- 
other mob bcene With bundrsds of indiitibgulsb- 
able forms anguithlngly squeeted together. On 
close examination, however, It i^orved not a flat 
painting at all but a college: even the tiniest of 
the hundreds of forms had been individually char- 
acterized and artfully affixed to the canvas instead 
Of Biuptsr IlltttaMf by a paint bibb. 

^Mhwi mti^ini'' was tbtts more thui Jost an 
example of tibaglftative ingettnK^; by dignttytng 
each of the grinning faces Of bill bii^y crowd 
with individual treatment, Grooms was subtly say- 
ing something too often forgotten — ^mobs are made 
up Of individuals. He was wittily and slyly an- 
swering thoM joyless ones who talk of personnel 
instead of peo|l«, wM ibrg^t the priflMc^ of ex- 
perience over itdUstics. The important thing is 
that in this painting t«chhique and cbmiiient caa- 
not be separated; Grooms has not devised some .

Prof Disputes Racist Theory

By comparing performnnees ot

Alabama appropri- 
ated money and commisslooed 
George to study and compile tbe 
information which he used in 
his book.

"Many people, eepedally those 
in the South, are strong be- 
lievers in the theory," said Tay- 
lor. ''However, the general 
Pl|blic does not h-^ve the facte.

In fact, he Is slresdy chsnglng 
as evidenced by the increasing 
number of prominent Negroes in 
seienee, poliCfes. etfaei^ofi and 

other fields " 

After almost eight months of 
eerrd^HHi^ee, Taylor aaat bis 
last letter to Putnam in August. 
"Putnam never answered again," 
Taylor said.
